Courtesy as a business asset has 
been a pri ' ' inch talked about 
oi late, i . 11 recognized by 

many large coiporatious whose em- 
ployees come in constant contact 
with the public as something to be 
demauded and not recommended. 
One large company, the United 
Cigar Stores, make it an inviolable 
rule that every purchase shall he re 
cognized with a verbal "Thank 
you." 

But courtesy isn't something that 
can be clubbed into a reluctant 
misanthrope. You can't stand over 
a man with a gun and demand 
courtesy. True courtesy must come 
from the heart — not from the fear of 
being fired. It's one thing to set up 
a sign in your bank, "This bank 
demands courtesy from all its em- 
ployees," and it's quite another to 
create in their hearts a spirit of 
loyalty to their institution and of 
interest in its clients which will 
make them naturally courteous at 
all times. 

The Cleveland Trust Company is 
to be congratulated upon its practical 
recognition of the value of courtesy 
in its relation with its clients. This 
has resulted in the appointment of a 
"courtesy committee," which holds 
regular meetings to discuss fostering 
a spirit of good feeling between the 
hank and its customers. 

At the first meeting, the committee 
adopted seven principles of courtesy 
which it believes to be fundamental. 
These principles were brought to the 
attention of all employers and re- 
commended " for careful study and 
iutelligeut practice." Believing 

that they will be of interest to read- 
ers we reproduces them as follows : 

1. Recognition. Nothing makes a 
customer feel easier and more at 
home than the immediate and cour- 
teous recognition of his presence 
You may be very busy when some 
one steps up to your window, but no 
matter how busy you are, true cour- 
tesy -dictates that you shall inime- 
diately recognize the presence of 
your customer by a nod or smile or a 
spoken greeting, followed by a state- 
ment as to when you can give them 
attention ; if there is a line at the 
window, keep order by .showing the 
kind of recognition that means that 
you will take care of them as soon as 
possible. 

The committee puts the principle 
of Recognition first, because it is the 
first point of contact and applies with 
equal force to the opening of every 
possible transaction with the bank 
at every window at every branch, 
and at every office's desk. It is, 
therefore the commonest, and most 
frequently violated, and at the same 
time most important principle for 
you to remember and act upon. 
The preci.se way of acting tijwn it is 
largely a question of your personality ; 
and it will be discussed at further 
length at a later time. In the mean 
time, remember your obligation to 
recognize people with whom you are 
about to do business. 

2. Ivxplanatiou. The second prin- 
ciple of courtesy may be stated in 
two words: Don't argue. Where 
you cannot agree with a patron tell 
him why, explain in a just and 
courteous manner why you cannot 
do certain things he may require, 
because certain rules prevent you 
from doing- so. Don't contradict, 
don't be arrogant, dbu't try to save 
time by being too brief, give your 
Customer a reasonable and adequate 
explanation of your point, and this 
explanation will make him see that 
you are right; if it doesn't — still 
don't argue but refer him in a cour- 
teous manner to a superior officer. 

3. Memory for names and faces. 
There is no better business building 
force than the recognition of a per- 
son by name. The ability to do 
this is .sometimes a gift, but is 
always an accomplishment that can 
be cultivated. In the transaction of 
your official duties, the formality of 
an introduction can be laid aside 
and you greet a man or a woman by 
name, even though you have never 
met in a formal way. 

Busine.ss is not society, and you 
need not hesitate to say "Good 
Morning, Mr. Thomp.son !" even 
though you do not know Mr. Thonip 
.son except by name, and he does not 
know you. He is a human being, 
nevertheless, and vi'ill appreciate 
the compliment. 

4. Customers' Rights. Marshall 
Field built an immense business 
largely on the theory that the 



customer is always right. As a 
matter of fact, the customer is not 
always right but thinks he is. 

Open antagonism of his viewrs will 
make bad feeling, even though yon 
know you are right. 

Therefore, first assume that he is 
right, in order to find out whether it 
is so or not. This will give you an 
open view to the situation, and 
prove to you whether you yourself 
are right, or wrong. After you are 
sure, go back to courtesy principle 
No. 2, and in your best way, explain 
but do not argue. From that point, 
you can apply principle No. 2 to the 
end. 

5 Accommodation. There are 
lots of things that you are not obli- 
gated to do for people, but by doing 
them, you can win a recommen- 
dation and a degree of gratitude 
that may establish a relationship 
extending over years and years of 
time. Remember the scientific prin- 
ciple that you cannot do a favor for 
any person without doing a greater 
favor to yourself. These are days 
of strong competition, and if you 
are not accommodating, somebody 
else will be, and by doing so, will 
either get your business or your job, 
or both. This is natural law. 

Think about the little things that 
you can do for people to create and 
raaintainj permanent business friend- 
.ships. Remember that nobody is 
obligated to do business with The 
Cleveland Trust Company, except- 
ing through the personal ties and 
bonds of willingness that individuals 
in the institution create by their own 
attitude toward its patrons. 

6. Personality. We cannot change 
the color of our eyes or hair or in- 
fluence to a large degree our physi- 
cal appearance, but we can build 
mental and spiritual personality that 
will offset every physical defect 
Consciousness of this fact is the 
beginning of improvement. Under 
this one head all of the principles of 
courtesy are included. The decision 
to have a pleasing personality will 
make you think of all the possible 
ways of achieving the result. Imita- 
tion of some other pleasing person- 
ality is not enough; you are You, 
and it is right for you to be different 
from all other individuals, but it is 
also right for you to aim at a pleas- 
ing! personality of your own particu- 
lar kind. Careful study of the right 
things to say and "do, and careful, 
scrupulous rejection of everything 
that is wrong, will automatically, In 
time, give you a pleasing personality 
and enlarge to a wonderful degree 
your possibilities for success, no 
matter what your occupation may 
be. 

7. Salesmanship. Although The 
Cleveland Trust Company has no 
shelves filled with merchandise and 
cannot weigh or measure anything 
tangible to sell, you must not forget 
that its entire business is a problem 
in salesmanship. A man may think 
he wants to open a new account with 
a dollar, but he may be wrong; tact- 
ful salesmanship may prove to him 
that he wants to open an account 
for $5.00, and that he wants to 
come in every week afterwards with 
a regular deposit of ^S-OO- Tactful 
salesmanship again may prove to a 
woman who wants to withdraw 
every cent from her .savings account 
that she ought at least to leave a 
dollar on deposit and retain her pas.s- 
book. 

Tactful salemanship may prove 
to a person who has borrowed all 
the money he can get on a mortgage 
that he ought to accumulate his 
payments against that mortgage by 
having a savings account. The fact 
that he is a borrower does not cancel 
the fact that he must be a saver, in 
order to get out of debt. Tactful 
salemanship on a customer who is 
doing business with one window can 
lead him to do business with two or 
more windows, all in the same build- 
ing. The foundation of the entire 
scheme of enlargement is courtesy, 
and courtesy as you know, is nothing 
more than thoughtfuluess.— i9rt«*/r5

Just over a thousand years ago, 
there was much stir in the wateis 
round- the OrKney Islands; much 
going and coming of strange high 
prowetl ships; sudden .setting forth, 
in the first dawn, of many boats 
filled with armed men, and then, 
after many weeks or may be 
months, equally sudden returnings 
with the s[)oils of victory. For the 
Orkneys of those days were noted ; 
far and wide, through almost im- 
possible, landlocked waters, like 
Seapa Flow, where the ships 
could ride at anchor in complete 
security, even when the "sou 
wester" was churning up the Pent- 
land firth; and islands, islets, and 
rocks aplenty throughout the north 
em .seas, as the stronghold of the 
Norse pirates, the Yikings, or 
"creek dwellers." They needed a 
hundred narrow channels, too, 
through which pursuit, by those 
who did not know every inch of the 
way, could be eluded. 

Now, the lie of the land and sea 
is always much the same in the 
oflets it makes for this purpose or 
that. The site for the city, the 
port, or the stronghold had always 
lemained obvious through the 
centuries. So the Orkneys, which 
the V^iking found so well adapted, 
in the Ninth Century, as the head- 
quarteis for their raids over the 
North Sea, from Iceland to 
the northern coasts of France,, 
and from Norway to Ireland, 
the British Government found 
well adapted, in the Twentieth, for 
the greatest patrol work which the 
world has ever seen, over practical- 
ly Ihe same waters. Moreover, 
when the question arose as to in- 
land water large enough and .secure 
enough lo interu a great fleet of 
waiships, the British Government 
naturally bethoncht itself of Scapa 
Flow, in the Orkneys, around 
which, although little has been told 
about it, there has been built np, 
during the last four years, a world 
of the Vikings never dreamed. 

It is a question, however, whether 
the Orkneys are more talked about, 
even today, than they were in the 
Viking days, especially in those 
days, toward the end of iheNinth 
Century, when the depredations of 
the Nor.se pirates, from their strong- 
hold in the northern isles, were fast 
becoming intolerable, and Haarfag- 
er. King of Norway, determined to 
put an end to them once and for all. 
The story of it is as thus. Pie- 
vious to Harald's day, Norway had 
»>een split up into various little 
kingdoms. Sometime.-* one king 
would be more powerful than otheis, 
and would annex some smaller 
neighbors, but these annexations 
were never permanent, and the 
tendency always was toward a 
splitting up again into component 
parts, llarald, however, a.scended 
the throne of his kingdoni in south- 
ern Norway with the initial advan- 
tage of not having anp brothers to 
provide for. He inheiited the whole 
of his kingdom, aud, when he had 
firmly established himself, com 
menced englaring his borders. 
This he did with such success that 
ultimately the whole of nouthern, 
Norway came under his rule. No 
where did he meet with any seiions 
resistance until he attempted to at- 
tack the famous Vikings, who.se 
strongholds were in the islands off 
the western coast. Here however 
he was confronted by a strong con- 
federation. The western Vikings 
bad, during many years, grown 
rich and powerful from their 
piratical raids on Britain, anil, 
knowing Harald's determinslion to 
put down piracy, they opposed bun 
with all their might. 

Harald, however, was determin- 
ed to make an end to them. It was 
impossible to Jittaok them by land, 
and three years elapsed before he 
was able to gather together suffi- 
cient ships to carry through his 
great- enterprise. But, at length 
everything was ready, and in the 
great sea battle of HaftsCjoid, in 
8T'i A. D., he completely oveicaine 
the western Vikings, and with this 
victory all opposition in Notway 
was at an emk 

From the western islands his ships 
then sailed across the North Sea to 
the Orkneys and victory once again 
was his. The Viking hordes were 
driven out, forced to take refuge in 
Iceland, and the Orkneys and their 
neighboring group, the Shellands, 
became an appanage of the Nor- 
wegian crown. They remained 



under the rnle of Norse earls until 
1231. In that year the earldom of 
Caithness was granted to Magnus, 
second son of the Earl of Angus, 
whom the king of Norway apparent- 
ly confirmed in the title Then, in 
1468, came the last notable chan^ce 
in the history of the islands, when 
the Orkneys and the Shetlands were 
pledged by Christian I. of Denmark 
for the payment of th- dowry of his 
daughter Margaret, betrothed to 
James III., of Scotland. The 
money was never paid, and the 
connection of the islands with the 
crown of Scotland became perpetual. 
In the days before the war, the 
Orkneys and the Shetlands seldom 
obtruded themselves on pnblic 
notice, save on the one occasion of 
a general election. Then every- 
body was sure lo hear ot the 
difiicultles of electioneering in this 
strange constituency ; and of how 
the two condidates went from island 
'o island "under all sorts of un- 
towaid conditions, to lay their vieVs 
before the electors. "Orkney and 
Shetland," moreover, always lag 
behind in the matter of making its

Precious Document Faded. 

In 1824 when John Quiuoy Adams 
was Secretary of Slate, a skilled en- 
graver, William J. Stone, made a 
copper-plate facsimile of the Decla- 
ration of Independence. That is the 
only one that has ever been made. 
It was distributed by order of 
Congress and is familiar to us all. 
It is a perfect reproduction in every 
particular of the original document 
as it was when the facsimile was 
made, and is a fine specimen of the 
engraver's art. Unfortunately, at 
the time he made it, photography 
had not been discovered, and Stone 
took an impression of the document 
itself, and in doin.' -> .•nried oCC 
.some of the ink. 

That was a ^reiu injury, but 
equal harm came lo the dooumeut 
by keeping it on exhibition in a 
strong liglu. It was in the Slate 
Department until 1841, when it was 
placed in the I*atent Office, where it 
remained until tlie Centennial Ex- 
hibition of 1S76, when it was taken 
to Philadelphia and put in the hall 
where it had l)een considered, agreed 
to, and signed, one hundred years 
before. There it remained for 
neatly a year ; then it was returned 
to Washington and went back to 
the Secretary of State'»i office. 

Already the ink had begun to fade, 
but the docnment was again put on 
exhll)ition. The ink faded rapidly, 
and by 181)4 many of the signatures 
had liecome almost invisible. Then 
there was a fonnal conference of 
scientific men, who considered what 
was the best course t6 take to pro- 
tect it. 

Some of them proposed to apply 
chemicals to restore the color of the 
ink, and others wished to trace the 
the dim lines over again with fresh 
ink; but wiser couuselors advised 
that it should not be experimented 
with, and it was left uotouched. It 
was taken from its plaoe of exhibt- 
tiou, however, and put into a dark 
safe, secure from farther damage 
from the light. During the past 
twenty- five yearsjvery few persons 
have been permit ted to look uiwn 
its face.

lu the S. W. J. D Temple the 
spring note was struck by Rabbi 
Araatean on Friday eveniriK, April

However, the tieautiful tinge of 
autumn leaves, halfway between 
the vigorous life of summer and the 
deathly letiiaryy <>l wiuter, is fully 
reflected in the interests of middle 
age. Theu the season of deteriora- 
tion and decay — winter — arrives on 
the scene. Real satisfaction and 
contentment in the winter of life is 
posSittle only, however, after proper 
activity and conduct in the earlier 
periods. Our days of youth must 
not be wasted in thoughtless lollies. 
The energy and vigor of adolescence 
should be direcfed lowani a definite 
and worthy purpose, so that when 
we are face to face with the end of 
our mortal life we can enjoy the 
satisfaction of an impeccable past. 
Spring reminds us of life, but a life 
of inward as well as of outward 
beauty.

April 5th, 1616— Another of the 
older graduates of the school passed 
to the Home above on Sunday, the 
30th ult.. Miss Mary Curti.ss Bierce, 
at the home of her sister, Mrs. Mar 
tha Bierce Holden, Chicago, III. 

While visiting with her sister at 
Wauwatosa, Wis., she was taken 
sick with the flu about Septemlier 
1st, and seemed to have recovered. 
October 1st, with her sister, she 
came to Chicngo, where they lived 
most happily. December 14lh she 
had a second attack of the malady. 
Bravely she fought It, but owing to 
her advanced years she was not 
.equal to the task and finally suc- 
cumbed. 

During her illness, many friends 
visitcMi her to cheer her in the strug- 
gle, and brought her floweis, and 
everything was done for her com- 
fort. A few days before the end 
Cfime, so weak had she become that 
her fingers refused to make known 
her wants. 

Miss Bierce was born in Circle- 
ville, Ohio, March 23d, 1844, She 
lost her hearing at the age of eight 
months from erysipelas. She w,is 
admitted to the school here in 1853, 
remaining seven years. Her father, 
Judge Wallace W. Bierce, desiring, 
to give Ills daughter the best pos- 
sible education, sent her next to 
the Hsittord, Connecticut. School, 
and later also to the Fanwoot) 
School. 

With the opening of school in the 
fall of 1868, the new building hav- 
ing just been completed and in 
creased attendance enrolled, Dr. G. 
O Fay appointed her to the corps 
of teachers. 

She filled the position with credit 
to herself, lieinji very successful in 
the teaching of the youncer classes, 
made possible by her kindly dis 
position and inteiost taken in her 
charges for their ailvancement. 
She continued in the work about 
ei'hteen years. Since then, until 
about a year ago, she had travelled 
a gr»at deal, and msking her horn? 
with relatives. 

Miss Bierce wasopen-hearted, she 
uave much to charity. Every 
worthy object in which the ileaf 
were interested, received from her 
purse, and the Ohio Home for Aged 
and Infirm, in whieh she took 
great interest, has cause to tre 
thankful for her numerous helps. 
She will bo greatly missed at the 
reunions of the O. D, M. A A., of 
which she was a member for many 
years and attemled its reunions. 
She was present at the la.si one anil 
it was lio[)ed she would be pn'sent 
to celebrate its Golden Jubilee in 
1920. 

She leaves of the immediate 
family to mourn her death Mrs. 
Martha Bierce Holden, of Chicago, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Ann Merriinan, of 
Cambridge^ Mass., and one brothei, 
Mr. Columbus Bierce, of Memphis, 
Tenn, 

Funeral services were held in 
Cliicauo, April 1st, ano the remains 
shipped to Circleviile, accompanied 
b}' Mr. ('olnnibiis Bierce and Miss 
Mary A. Holden, a niece of the 
deceased. 

The funeral party was joined 
here by the writer, who accompanied 
it to Ciieleville. At Circleviile the

A. Bierce and Mr. George W. W.

We hope the 
legislature may see fit to grant all 
appropriations asked, for it has al 
ways been our ambition to see the 
Iowa School for the Deaf at the top, 
both in equipment and otherwise.

ABOUT A WONDERFUL DEAF' 
ARTIST. 



The famous Church of the 
Escurial in Spain, frequented by 
many of her kint's and queens, had 
no less than twenty works of large 
size painted by Juan Fernand. z 
Navariette, commonly called " El 
Mudo," •• The Mute." Of his works, 
it is said, '• he painted no face that 
was dumb, and although mule him- 
self, his lireathing peucil'lent to his 
canvas a voice more eloquent than 
many a speech." 

" El Mudo was a man of great 
talent, and in an uncommon degree 
versed iu sacred and profaue his- 
tory and in mythology. He read 
aud wrote, played at cards and ex- 
pressed his meaning by signs with 
singular clearness, to the admira- 
tion of all who conversed with 
him," Navariette was born of 
noble parents in Spain, in 1526, 
He was attacked in his third year 
by a serious disease which deprived 
him of hearing and consequently of 
speech. He had no opportunity of 
learning either oially or by finger- 
spelling, for the methods of instruct- 
ing the deaf were not then intro- 
duceil. In his childhood he ex- 
pressed his ideas and wants by rough 
sketches in chalk and charcoal, a

monastery under the care of a friar. 
This monk, after teaching him all 
that he himself knew, advised his 
father to send him to Italy, He 
was still very i'oung al this time. 
He visited Florence, Rome, Naples 
and Milan, aud is said to have 
studied for a eonsideralile time in 
the school of Titian at Veuice. He 
appeared not to have painted any- 
thing worthy of inentiou while in 
Italy. In 1668 Philip II. summoned 
him lo Madrid with the title of king's 
painter and a salary, and employed 
him to execute pictures for the Es- 
curial. The most celebrated of the 
works he there produced are a Na- 
tivity, Baptism of Christ, and Abra- 
ham Receiving ihe Three Angels. 
He executed many other altarpieees, 
all characterized l»y the rich warm 
coloring which has acquired for him 
the surname of the Spanish Titian. 
" When Titian's celebrated pic- 
ture of the Last Supper arrived at 
the Escurial, it was found to be too 
large for its destined place in the 
refectory. The King having order- 
ed it to be cut. El Mudo manifested 
a lively indignation at that profan- 
ation, and by means of signs offer- 
ed tofuinishan exact copy of it. 
The kiii^ understood the signs, but 
remained inflexible in his purpose. 
He recognizeil his fault after the 
death of Navarrelte, who gave on 
this occasion a striking proof of his 
good juiijimt'iit and of his hold spirit 
of independence. The king declar- 
ed later that none of his Italian pain- 
ters, except Titian, were equal to the 
the mute Spaniarrl. 

" El Mudo died at Toledo, in 
1579, in the fifty-third year of his 
age. At the time of his death he, 
unfortunately, had lived to finish 
only eight of the thirty- two large 
pictures for the side altars of the 
church of the Escurial. 



Shortly before his death, he 
confessed himself three times to the 
curate of the parish of Santo 
Viuceute by nuans of signs, which 
that ecclesiastic declared, were as 
intelligible as speech. — CotuUnsei 
from the Annals.
